Drew  Pearson  Talks  At  Press  Institute

Co-Author  of  Washington 
Merry  *  Go-Round  Gives 
Interesting  Address. 

Drew  Pearson,  co-author  with 
Robert  S.  Allen  of  two  books  re¬ 
vealing  political  Washington,  and 
co-author  with  Allen  of  a  widely 
svndicated  newspaper  column  from 
the  national  capital,  told  the  Geor¬ 
gia  Press  Association  that  the 
dominating  issue  confronting  the 
new  deal  is  the  conflict  between 
recovery  and  reconstruction.
